House Passes Navy Bill 
With $359,000,000 Total 


Current Appropriation Exceeded by $20,384,000—La- 
Guardia Asks Recall of Marines From Nicaragua. 
Wilbur Calls for New Bids on Dirigibles. 


(Associated Press.) 

Without a record vote, the House 
yesterday passed the largest annual 
supply bill for the Navy Department 
since the Washington naval limitations 
conference. The measure, which now 
goes tu the Senate, totals $359,000,000, 
or $20,384,000 more than the current 
appropriation. 

The bill’s consice:ation was marked 
with a demand by Representative La- 
Guardia, a New York Republican, for 
immediate withdrawal of American 
Marines from Nicaragua, and also by a 
protracted discussion over the letting 
of contracts for two dirig:bles author- 
ized by Congress several years ago. 

Simultaneously with discussion in 
the House, Secretarv Wilbur announc- 
ed at the Navy Department that new 
bids would be requested on the air 
liners. This was exp'ained at the Capl- 
tol as necessary to receive formally an 
anticipated bid frem the Goodyear 
Co., of Akron, Ohio tor the two ships 
and another from une American Brown 
Boveri Co., of Camden. N J., for one. 

Both the prospective contracts were 
discussed at length in the House de- 
bate and the Secretaty’s announcement 
that vids again should be asked came 
simultaneously with an unsuccessful 
effort by Representative Begg. an Ohio 


Reputiican, to amenc the bill to di- 


|rect the Secretary to ask at once for 
bids. Begg’s proposal was rejected 78 
to 23. 

The history of the vroposed dirigibles 
began immediately after the wreck of 
the Shenandoah. Boch were authorized

The Goodyear Co. submitted a cost- 
plus contract which the Navy did not 
accept, and Naval officers this year 
asked Congress to frovide funds to 
start both, explaining that if this were 
done the.

There is an old saying among the 
Spanish that until you have seen 
Granada you have not lived; much as 
the Italian have it, “See Florence and 
die.’ or some such phrase.

Nubi, it develops, Is nobody's saint. 
She remains till the following Easter- 
tide, and what transpires in that time 
makes the day before Holy Saturday «a 
bad Good Friday. First a servant, then 
the young master of the Mendez house- 
hold, and finally the old man himse!f 
all succumb before the ravishing, «c- 
ductive charm of Nubi, Spain’s sweet- 
heart. 

Blanche Yurka, an actress whose 
powers of restraint are somewhat mar- 
velous, stands as the mother who tries 
to keep her household from flying apart 
in the face of impending disaster. Just 
why so much potential energy should 
be wasted on the play is something 
else again. There is only one really 
satisfactory moment, notwithstanding a 
lot of conflict and high-powered drama. 
This is when the he-gypsy-man, EI! 
Moro, with his black-snake whip, comes 
and drags Nubi by the hair of her head 
out, out into the night—and away from 
the Mendez household. 

Incidentally, this creature Nubl is 
played with a fine flair and feeling by 
a talented young miss of the footlights, 
Suzanne Caubayo, who throws into the 
part a little bit of the Tondelayo that 
was “White Cargo,” and perhaps a little 
bit more of every other seductress who 
ever lived, from Cleopatra on cown the 
line to Lulu Belle. 

In less than half a vear with the 
Mendez family, Nubi takes the folks 
out for quite a buggy ride. She wrecks 
three love affairs, furnishes grounds 
for one divorce and gives the play its 
only legitimate excuse; a study, or 
psychoanalysis, of adolescent love-—if 
that means anything! In dating this 
performance, it will probably always be 
known as the night of the big wind.

The new oil regulatiohs were hailed 
last night by the State Department as 
a “practical conclusion” of difficulties 
of ten years’ standing, growing out of 
the Mexican petroleum laws. 

In a brief statement the department 
said it felt, “as does Ambassador Mor- 
row, that such questions, if any, as 
may hereafter arise can be_ settled 
through the due operation of the Mexi- 
can administrative department and the 
Mexican courts.” 

The promulgation, said the state- 
ment, “constitutes executive action 
which completes the process beginning 
with the decision made by the judicial 
branch of the Mexican government on 
November 17, 1927, and followed by the 
enactment of the new petroleum law 
by the legislative branch on December 
26 last.” 

“Together, these steps,” it continued, 
“voluntarily taken by the Mexican 
government, would appear to bring toa 
practical conclusion the _ discussions 
which began ten years ago with refer- 
ence to the effect of the Mexican con- 
stitution and laws upon foreign oil 
companies.” 

The oil laws became a serious issue 
between the two countries when Ameri- 
can concerns with large holdings in 
Mexico protested that the laws amount- 
ed to virtual confiscation of their prop- 
erty. 

The controversy became a diplomatic 
subject and as it dragged along with- 
out settlement became an important 
obstacle to continued friendly relations 
between the countries. 

A noticeable easing of the situation 
followed the designation of Dwight W 
Morrow as Ambassador to Mexico, and

Senator Praised as Champion 
and Assailed as Betrayer 
in Farm-Labor Meeting. 


NORRIS MAY BE BACKED 


St. Paul, Minn., March 27 (A.P.).— 
Over stubborn opposition of anticon- 
servatives, the Minnesota Farmer-Labor 
convention late today indorsed United 
States Senator Henrik Shipstead for re- 
election. During a fiery two-hour de- 
bate, the senior senator ffom Minnesota 
was attacked as a “betrayer of the party 
that elected him” and defended as “the 
champion of the working class.” 

The final vote by acclamation was 
taken, but an official check showed 
that approximately one-fourth of the 
300 delegates registered disapproval of 
the motion for indorsement. 

First signs of the split appeared on 
the floor when C. R. Hedlund, of Min- 
neapolis, presented the minority report 
providing for the indorsement of W 
Watkins, representing the Minneapolis 
Switchmen’'s Union, for the Senate. 
Opening the attack on the majority 
report, Virgil Dunn, of Minneapolis, 
flayed the Farmer-Labor senator for 
“committing treachery of the worst 
kind.” “If we indorse him,” he de- 
clared, “we will be pinning our hopes 
to a broken reed to be betrayed and sold 
out to the other parties.” 

R, D. Cramer, editor of the Minneapo- 
lis Labor Review, leading the defense of 
Senator Shipstead, characterized him 
as “the most colossal figure in the 
United States Senate” and expressed the 
hope that his “multitudinous constitu- 
ents” would answer the attack against 
him “with the greatest majority ever 
given a United States senator from 
Minnesota.” 

Conditional indorsement of Senator 
George W. Norris, of Nebraska, for 
President was voted after the commit- 
tee altered the resolution to include the 
clause, “Providing he gives his consent 
to become a candidate on our ticket,”

THERE BE TAX REDUCTION? 


The problem of tax reduction, in the opinion 
of the Treasury, has already become compli- 
cated by the congressional desire to go beyond 
the budget figures in its appropriations. The 
most recent estimate is that instead of a cut 
of $225,000,000, at first thought feasible, only 
$200,000,000 can be taken from the revenues 
for the coming year. President Coolidge has 
more than once hinted broadly that it was his 
intention to veto any measure that did not 
follow out the suggestions of the Treasury. 

The facts in the case appear, therefore, to 
put squarely up to Congress the question 
whether or not there shall be tax reduction. 
The House, in a measure which was drawn be- 
fore any estimate of expenditures by the pres- 
ent Congress or revenues for the present year 
could be had, voted to take $290,000,000 off 
the natidnal tax bill. The Senate with consid- 


erable prescience pigeonholed the measure to 
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await the returns of collections for the first 
taxable period. An effort will now be made 
tv bring the bill within reasonable limits. 

The task of those who seek to make the tax 
measure fit the Treasury situation will not be 
easy. Democratic leaders are firm in their 
intention to keep the bill at its present total 
or increase it. They profess once more [to 
think that Secretary Mellon is more interested 
in accumulating a surplus than in granting 
vax relief, and they insist that the administra- 
t1i0mn is unduly conservative in its figures. 
Their stubborn opposition may _ suffice to 
thwart the efforts of Republican leaders to 
bring tax reduction within the limits set by 
the President, but if the Democrats succeed 
they must accept the responsibility for defeat- 
ing tax reduction. They can not go to the 
gountry and make capital of the reduction 
which they say they wanted to make when 
their votes were responsible for the failure to 
lighten the tax burden as much as would 
have been economically sound.

TRAFFIC SAFETY PLANS. 


American Automobile Association 


The 
Wound up its annual conference in Washing- 


ton with the formulation and adoption of a 
nation-wide program for street and highway 
Rifety. The association plans to work along 
three fronts: First, making conditions safe 
on a basis of engineering study; second, edu- 
eation of all classes and all ages in personal 
earefulness; and third, enforcement of rules 
and regulations upon the minority who will 
not observe them voluntarily. 

“he American Road Builders 
estimates that 26,618 individuals were killed 
in highway accidents during 1927. During 
une same period 798,700 were seriously in- 
jured, and economic loss was occasioned to 
ihe amount of more than $672,000,000, 
exclusive of minor damage to motor vehicles. 
‘The total: killed represents an increase of 
1,300 over 1926. “The human factor,”” says 
tne association, “is the main element con- 
tributing to these accidents, but that human 
tactor could to a large extent be offset by 
adequate motoring facilities and regulation, 
zoupled with the individual practice of 
wourtesy and caution.” 

The Nation is fortunate that it has organ.za- 
tions such as the Road Builders Association 
wong the American Automobile Association 
working toward traffic betterment. If no con- 
si:ant effort along such lines were being made 
it is probable that the annual traffic fatality 
toll would be far greater. Despite their ef- 
torts, however, conditions are getting worse 
every year and one wonders whether or not 
petter ways to make the highways safe might 
be discovered. The program adopted by the 
a. A. A. is inclusive and if prosecuted vigor- 
ously by the 1,000 affiliated clubs it should 
produce results. The annual highway death 
toll can not be lessened except as indiviaual 
motorists realize that highway safety is in 
their personal care.

HOW TO STOP PANICS, 


Secretary of Labor Davis’ report on unem- 
ployment raises a very important question. 
It will be conceded by all close. students of 


such matters that the question of financial, in- 
dustrial and commercial depressions and panics 
is very largely psychological. Once start the 
report that unknown millions of men and 
women are out of work, and a mental effect 
is produced which becomes contagious and re- 
sults in a falling off of sales, not only at retail 
but at wholesale, which in turn affects the 
manufacturer and turns a false rumor fnlo a 
grim fact. 

Panics are brought about by mental condi- 
tions. This mental condition usually starts 
from exaggerated reports. The time, and prac- 
tically the only time, to check these mental 
sprees is when they start; that is to say, while 
they are being fed by exaggerated rumors of 
pending industrial depressions. It is fortu- 
nate that Secretary Davis was able to submit 
his report in time to check the exaggerated 
statements as to the volume of unemployment 
before these exaggerations worked irrevocable 
damage,

SAN FRANCISCO BRIDGE. 

The City of San Francisco is asking Congress 
to grant permission to build a gigantie bridge 
across the bay, from Rincon Hill to the Ala- 
meda south mole. The bridge would be 150 
feet high and 12,000 feet long, and two 1,200- 
foot spans on the San Francisco side, besides 
eighteen other spans, would give ample room 
for the passage of shipping. The tonnage of 
shipping in San Francisco Bay amounts to 
about 40,000,000 a year, and all but one of the 
shipping agencies favor the erection of the 
bridge. 

The Navy Department and a Single foreign 
shipping concern oppose the erection of the 
bridge. The Navy fears that its anchorage 
will be affected, and it also suggests that in 
time of war the destruction of a section of the 
bridge might block the channel. But the other 
spans afford ample searoom, and as to anchor- 
age, there are 55 square miles available, suffi- 
cient for the world’s navies. The bridge would 
be 5 feet higher than the great bridge over the 
Firth of Forth, which has been found to offer 
no obstruction whatever to the British navy or 
merchant marine, 

San Francisco is badly in need of this bridge, 
on account of the dangerous traffic congestion 
on the bay. There are 41 ferries plying every 
hour, and 45,000,000 persons and 3,500,000 
automobiles are carried yearly. In time of fog 
this ferry trip is perilous, and the public is 
clamoring for safer means of travel. As auto- 
mobile traffic increases the problem grows 
more serious and the danger of ferry disasters 
increases, 

The objections of the Navy Department 
should not be permitted to stand in the way of 
the necessities of a great and growing city 
unless it can be conclusively shown that the 
national defense is endangered by the building 
of the proposed- bridge. This has not been 
shown, San Francisco should be granted the 
outlet that it needs. 


THE BREMEN’S ATTEMPT. 


With a pistol carefully wrapped in water- 
proof material ‘fin place of safety devices,” 
scheduled for a nonstop flight to “heaven or 
Mitchell Field,’ the monoplane Bremen is be- 
ing held at Baldonnel Airdrome, Ireland, 
awaiting favorable weather reports for the 
take-off.

The Bremen, a single-motored ship, was 
constructed by the Junkers works last year 
for a transatlantic flight. After 22 hours in 
the air, in which it was constantly beset with 
storms and adverse winds, having reached only 
the coast of Ireland, it was forced to turn its 
nose back toward Germany. After this inci- 
dent, and several others somewhat sifhilar, 
Official Germany made known its disapproval 
of long-distance overwater flights in single 
motored “inadequate”? machines. Reflecting 
this official disapproval, the German 
frowns upon the present venture, and Lufthan- 
sa, of which company Capt. Koehl was one of 
the chief pilots, has announced that he must 
be regarded “‘as dismissed.”’ 

The courageous crew of the Bremen may 
bring their ship through safely. Yet they are

THE MUSIC MERGER. 
The Philharmonic and the Symphony So- 
ciéties of New York are to be consolidated. 
Definite announcement to this effect has been 
made, and next.season the orchestra, which 
the two societies have supported, will appear 
as a unit. Toscanini will be the chief condue- 
tor and will choose the musicians. Mengel- 
berg will be one of the conductors, and Dr. 
Walter Damrosch “has accepted appointment 
as guest conductor and adviser. It is hoped, 
according to the announcement, ‘‘to establish 
an orchestra with a sound financial 
that will guarantee the continuance of the 
musical traditions of the two societies, to 
undertake the erection of a new hall that will 
serve as a suitable and permanent home for 
the new orchestra, and to enlarge the educa- 
tional work of the society by making available 
to musical students and sehool children in the 
City of New York a greater number of con- 
certs at a price within the reach of every one.”’ 
The Philharmonic Orchestra, founded in 
1842, is the second oldest symphony orchestra 
in the world. The New York Symphony Or- 
chestra wag founded in 1878. Few musical 
organizations are better known either in this 
country or abroad. There are other great 
American symphony. orchestras, notably those 
located in Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago, 
but none stands out enough above the others 
to have gained the name and reputation of 
being truly national. Consolidation of the 
Philharmonic and Symphony Orchestras of 
New York may lead to the creation of a na- 
tional orchestra.

DECLARER’S PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 


’ Declarer will see that he can take 
four Spade tricks, one Heart trick, two 
Diamond tricks and one Club trick— 
a total of eight tricks, which will be two 
short of game. His only chance for 
game will be to establish Dummy’'s 
Diamonds and in doing that he must 
arrange it so that Dummy will be able 
to get the lead after Diamonds are es- 
tablished. He has in his Closed Hand 
two losing Hearts, one losing Diamond 
and two losing Clubs. As he has to 
take the first trick with the Ace of 
Hearts, it will be impossible for him 
to avoid losing the two Hearts; but he 
does not wish to be “forced” by a fourth 
lead of Hearts from the adversaries cs 
he will need all his trumps to exhaust 
the adverse trumps. Therefore he does 
not at once lead trumps; keeping a 


trump in Dummy avoids the risk of a 
force. After winning the first trick 
with the Ace of Hearts, he should lead 
& small Diamond from Closed Hand;
